CORK PORT SANITARY AUTHORITY. . 20 

Provisional Order for constituting a Port Sanitary Authority. 

WHEREAS the Port of Cork is a port established for the purposes of the 
laws relating to the customs of the United Kingdom : 

And whereas the county borough of Cork is an urban sanitary district 
and forms part of or abuts upon the part of the said port herein-after 25 
described and the Lord Mayor Aldermen and Burgesses of the said county 
borough acting by the council (in this Order referred to as the “ corporation 
of Cork ”) aie a sanitary authority of the said part of the said port : 

And whereas each of the county districts mentioned in the first column of 
the schedule hereto is a sanitary district and forms part of or abuts upon the 30 
said part of the said port and each of the councils of the said districts is a 
sanitary authority of the said part of the said-port ? » . 

And whereas the council of the rural district of Cork have presented a 
petition in pursuance of the Public Health (Ireland) Acts 1878 to 1896 to the 
Local Government Board for Ireland (in this Order referred to as the Local 35 
Government Board) praying that a port sanitary authority for the said port 
may be constituted : 
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[3 Edtf\ 7.] Local Government ( Ireland ) Provisional 9 

Orders [No. 5). 

And whereas after inquiry it appears proper to the Local Government 
Board to permanently constitute a port sanitary authority for part of the said 
port by forming a joint board consisting of representative members of all of 
the said sanitary authorities (in this Order referred to as the component 
5 authorities): 

It is ordered by the Local Government Board as follows : — 

1* This Order shall come into operation from and after the date of the Act 
confirming the same (in this Order referred to as the appointed day). 

2. A joint board shall be formed as herein-after mentioned and shall 

10 lie permanently constituted the port sanitary authority for the part of the 

said port of Cork herein-after described. 

3. The joint board shall be a body corporate by the name of the Cork 
Port Sanitary Authority and shall consist of twenty members to be elected 
by the respective component authorities from among the persons who at the

of the schedule hereto. 

4. The first election of members of the joint board shall take place at a 
meeting duly convened of each of the component authorities held within

5. The clerk to each of the component authorities shall notify the Local 
Government Board in writing within seven days after such first election 
has taken place the name address and occupation of each person elected by

provided that the members of the joint board elected at the first election 
shall continue in office until the first day of April one thousand nine hundred 

30 and five The election in each year of members for the ensuing period of 
office by any component authority shall take place at a meeting of such 
authority held within the month next preceding such date or at such meeting 
as the Local Government Board may appoint. 

7. Every member of the joint board shall continue in office UDtil the day 

35 on which the several members of the joint board go out of office as provided 

by Article six of this Order or until he dies or resigns or becomes disqualified 
for holding office or vacates his seat for absence.
